SENATE. 


W a s h in g to n , F ebruary l l t b .—The Chair 
laid before the Senate a resolution offered 
some days ago by Riddleberger, providing for 
a com m ittee of inquiry, composed of three 
Senators and five R epresentatives, to exam ine 
into the question of di-charges and appoint­ 
m ents to subordinate offices of both horn et cf 
Congress. 
T he hour of 2 o’clock having arrived, the 
m atter w ent over, and the C hair laid before 
the Senate a resolution offered two weeks ago 
by V an W yck, directing the Com m ittee on 
Ju d icisry to exam ine and report w hat legis­ 
lation, if any, was necessary to restrict the 
appointm ent of special assistant attorneys, 
etc. 
T he resolution was agreed to w ithout de­ 
bate. 
Proceeding then to the list of unobjected 
esses npon the calendar, the Senate took up, 
and w ith but slight debate paai-ed tb s bill re­ 
ported by P la t', from the Com m ittee on P a ­ 
tents, an.ending Section 4S87 of the Revised 
S;atutes, securing fo A m erican inventors the 
full term cf seventeen years for their patents 
in cases where a foreign patent expires before 
th a t term . 
A message having been received from the 
House, announcing a contioned disagreem ent 
of th a t body to th e Senate am endm ent to the 
G re-ly bill, H ale moved th a t the Senate re­ 
cede from its am endm ent. 
T he vote was tak er, and the Senate, by 29 
ay» s to 22 nce>, rec-ded from the am endm ent. 
T ie Senate, after passing eoms private 
bills, w ent into executive ee.-i >d, and w h e u ' 
the doors were reopened, a message was re­ 


ceived from the H ouse announcing the pas­ 
sage by th a t body of the joint resolution au­ 
thorizing the Secretary of W ar to nee rations 
for the relief of destitute persons in the over­ 
flowed districts of Ohio and its trib u ’aries, 
and m aking sn appropriation of $3(10,000 to 
relieve the sufferers by such overflow. 
The joint resolution was read three tim es 
and passed. 
A djourned. 
HOUSE. 
The following bills and resolutions were 
introduced and re fe rre d : 
B y Townsend—A resolution proposing con­ 
stitutional am endm ents providing for the 
election cf P resident and V ies-President by 
a m ajority of the votes of the people, and an 
abolition of the Llectorial College, and regu­ 
lating the m ethod of counting the votes by 
the two houses of Congress. 
By Belford—To provide for leasing the 
arid lands of Colorado, 
_ By M urphy—To abolish the office of As­ 
sistant Surgeon-General of the arm y. 
B y M orey—A resolution 
directiag 
ths 
Postm aster G eneral to transm it to the House 
the reports made by special agents during 
1881 iu reference to the star route investi­ 
gation. 
Foliett, from the Com m ittee nn A ppro­ 
priations, reported a jo in t resolution to ap­ 
propriate $300 000 for the relief of sufferers 
from the ovettbw of the Ohio river and its 
tributaries. 
Hiscock expisised his desire th a t the gen­ 
tlem an from Ohi > should explain the nrces- 
sity for the measure, and w hat w arrant fur it 
the other side found in the Constitution. 
F ollett replied th a t necessity knew neither 
law nor C onstitution. There were precedents 
for exactly this appropriation, one being 
fouud in the action of the last Congress in 
appropriating for the relief of tho Mississippi 
flood sufferers. 
There never had been a 
fl>od such as th a t now raging in the Ohio 
river. 
Fam ilies by thousands have been 
driven from their homes and are cam ping out 
in the open fields, w ith nothing to protect 
them b ut the clothing they could save. 
H iscock said he would not have the hardi­ 
hood to vote against the m easure, but he had 
expressed a hope th a t the gentlem an from 
New Y ork and the com m ittee (Cox and 
E aton) would call attention to the fact th a t 
there m ight be in this resolution a violent a t­ 
tack on the C onstitution. 
N o great S tate 
like Ohio—an em pire—ought to come here, 
when her Legislature is in sessiop, and ask to 
have her citizens supported f.-oni the treas­ 
ury. 
H aving reported to the last Congress 
the bill for the relief of the Mississippi suffer­ 
ers, he did not suppose any one would think 
he was troubled by any constitutional qnes- 
tioD. 
H e was not, and yet he was ia favor 
"f appropriations i f this sort being confined 
to S tates which were not in a condi.icn to ex­ 
pend m oney themselves. 
Cox of New Y rk questioned the ennstitu 
tionality of the measure. 
I t sbauid have 
been passed in silence, and if there was any 
breacn of the Constitution, God A lm ighty, in 
H is kindness, would pardon it. 
There were 
some diseases which no foresight could antici­ 
pate or cure, aud one of these was the calam ­ 
i'}-now in the country, and if be could not 
give his hand or his head, he could give his 
heart to the vote. 
[A pplause.] 
W ilson of W est V irginia t ffered an am end­ 
m ent increasing the appropriation to $500,­ 
000. 
W ilson's am endm ent was re j=cted by ayes 
109, noes 150, and the j d nt resolution wa6 
passed by ayes 233, noes 1’2. 
T he H ouse then adjourned. 
A Dem ocratic caucus was announced for 
to-m orrow afternoon. 
M iscellaneous W ash in g to n Item s. 
W ashington, F ebruary l l t h ,—The H ouse 
Com m ittee on A ppropriations, at a meeting 
this m orning, agreed to report th s bill im m e­ 
diately for the appropriation of §300,000 for 
the sufferers by the floods along the Ohio and 
tributaries. 
The bill will be reported to the 
H ouse tc-dsy. 
Senator F arley of California, who bas been 
very ill for some uiwuths, was in his seat to- 
d*y. 
H e is still weak, b ut steadily im prov­ 
ing. 
T he H ouse P riv ate L and Claim s Com m it­ 
tee tc-day agreed unanim ously to report 
favorably H enley’s bill authorizing claim ants 
to the R in ch o De N apa, in N a p t county, to 
prove up their title in the D istrict Court.

A ll the m em bers of the Board cf S tate 
Prison Commissioners were present yesterday 
m orning at 10 o’clock, at the S tate Prison at 
Folsom , to consider the charges preferred 
against the W aiden, G eneral Jo h n M cCcmb, 
by P . M . Sullivan, of Folsom . 
T he com­ 
plainant was represented by A dd. C. H ink- 
son, c.f Sacram ento, and the W arden by 
D avid M cClure, of San Francisco, and M att. 
F . Johnson, of Sacram ento. 
The com plainant announced th a t his w it­ 
nesses w eie not all present, and argued lor a 
cont'nuince, th a t other witnesses, from re­ 
mote parts of tne S tate, m ight be procured. 
A lter some discussion, tbe Board decided 
not to take any action until au affidavit sta t­ 
ing the gronuJs for continuance was present­ 
ed, aud tot k a recess until 1 o’clock to give 
com plainant opportunity to prepare it. 
G eneral McComb has filed the following os 
his answer to the eharg-s preferred : 
To tbs Honorable State B -aril of Priaou Directors 
—Gentlemen : 
In answer to the charge and specifi­ 
cations pre'erre-1 against uie on the 7th of January 
by Mr. P M. Sullivan, attorney, redding in Eoisorn, 
Sacramento c unty. California, I make rtplv tha: 
the charge is false, and that the motive was made 
apparent bv the fact that a copy of the complaint 
was furnished to the press tor publication, after 
notice had been giveu by tbe Chairman of your 
honorable Board that an early day would be set for 
tbe hearing of tbe charges. 
To Charge E .r.t—That 1 have been guilty of mis­ 
conduct, iucompetcncy, neglect of duty, intolerable 
extravagance, felony and misdemeanor, I plead “ not 
guilty.” 

Tbe 
first pert of the specification alleges that guards 
have beeu intoxicated at their posts of duty, 
which acts of intoxication were known to me, aud 
the guards have not been diecbargcd, as required by 
law.

Whenever it has come to lay 
knowledge that a guard has been intoxicated while 
on dutv, I have directed I is discharge. 
The Becond 
part of the specifi :ati«n alleges that opium is 
used by tho prisoners to an alarming extent, and 
that a reasonable use of diligence would prevent the 
introduction of opium. 
I deny- that opium is used 
fir an alarming extent, or that there is a lack of dili­ 
gence. 
To Specification Second I plead "N o t guilty.” 
As to tbe superficial aud comparatively valueless 
character of the larger portion of the work done at 
the prison, I call the attention of your honorable 
Board to the tact that there are not any architect's 
plans for the completion of the prison grounds, 
which were rugged, irregular and unsightly when I 
entered up n the duties of Wardeir, aud that, by 
diligent use of the labor of the pris mere, I have 
been enabled to make the grounds assume a pre­ 
sentable appearance with very little outlay when 
compared with the cost of producing the like result 
by any other means. 
Work in the quarry has been 
diligently pushed ; as an incentive to clear out tbe 
waste eo as to uncover a body of eood granite, I 
took a contract from the Capitol Commissioners to 
furnish the stone tor the Capitol fence, accepting as 
payment the small balance of money remaining in 
the fund for building the fence. The State received 
the benefit of the labor in obtaining the material 
for completing the inch-sure for the magnificent 
Capitol Park, and ths value of the State's quarry was 
enhanced by the production of the blocks which it 
was alleged cou d not he obtaiued from the prison 
quarry nor from any of the prison quarries in this 
district. 
In addition to carrying out this work, 
and while building the jmmcuse culvert which runs 
through 
the prison 
yard, 
aud while grading 
tho vanl, I 
have paid 
over eleven thousand 
days'labor fi* the Natoma W ater and Alining Com­ 
pany, as part of the purchase price of the land on 
which the prison is situated, and to aid in the cou- 
etruction of the canal aybieh is to furnish free water 
power to the prism forever. 
When the Natoma 
Water and Aliniug Company stopped work on the 
canal, on account of a misunderstanding with the 
Directors as to the construction of the term s of the 
deed, and it became necessary to secure a sale for 
the product of the quarry, in order to profitably 
employ the labor of the prisoners, 1 succeeded in 
obtaining a contract to furnish the stone for inclos­ 
ing the lot of Hon. .1 amts G. Fair, in San Francisco, 
on the principal residence street of that city, where 
the beauty of the stone is daily brought to the no­ 
tice of thousands of ¡teople. 
The contract not only 
brings a good revenue to the pris in, hut the prison­ 
ers nave been stimulated to do good work and ac­ 
quire a knowledge of a trad e; they hive all learned 
very rapidly—some of them can easily earn as much 
as §2 per day. 
To Specificati m Third I plead “ uot gu lty.” Am 
charged with being absent nearly one-half the time. 
This ia wholly false. 
To Specification Fourth I plead “ not guilty." It 
is alleged that, when the Warden’s account was kept 
separate, the personal expenses ran from $300 to 
$j0*> per month. The hooks wilt Bhow that this is 
false. 
To Specification Fifth I plead “ not guilty.” It is 
alleged that the crime of felony was committed 
during the political campaign of the year lis t, in 
that .1 *hn McCutnb collected, or caused to he col­ 
lected, and kept and retaircd two p* r cent, of ttie 
yearly salaries of the subordínate officers employed 
at the Prison, making an aggregate of over $.>00.

the Board, consequently he wished ths B ard 
to continuo the investigation and request their 
at ten dares. 
M r. M cClure objected to the affidavit on 
the ground th at it war insuffici n t of its 1: 
ami contained new m atter th * : was entirely 
irrelevant to the subject-m atter of the com­ 
plaint, 
M r. H inkson claim ed th at the parts of the 
affidavit referred to w .re included in the get,- 
eral allegations of incom peter.cy and neglect 
of duty on the p art of the W arden, who in 
retaining C aptain Cham bers in office, with 
the foil knowledge of his offense, had brought 
him self w ithin the sc pe of those charges. 
M r. Sullivan, in response to a question by 
M r. Boggs, said th a t he h id been apprised of 
the ehooting i f the cattle at the tim e it oc­ 
curred, he heirg consulted by M r. Grace, the 
owner, as his attorney. 
H e was also advised 
in rtfererce to the levyiag by the W arden of 
the political assessm ent a t the tim e it oc­ 
curred. D r. Grover had also cim plainrd co 
him of th e adm inistration of prison affairs 
while Resident Bhysiiian, 
M r. Boggs said th a t the fai'ure cf the wit 
nesste for the prosccuti -n to appear, sim oly 
because they had not been directly notified 
hy the Board, indicated rather an excess 
of punctilious coute*y 
and form ality on 
th eir 
part, 
considering

th a t 
he (tbe Chairm an) had asked M r. Sullivan 
to desire their attendance. 
T hey had been 
zealous in m .king charges in the first ic- 
at&ncc, and yet declined to testify when the 
opportunity was aff. rded them . 
H e doubted 
very m uch w hether they would appear if a 
continuance was granted. 
Ir. seemed unrea­ 
sonable on their part to expect the Board to 
meet an I arij urn, and thereby put the S tate 
to unnecessary expense, in order th a t their 
form al caprices m ith t be gratified. 
M r. M cClure said th a t his client courted a 
speedy and thorough investigation, and re­ 
m inded the Board th a t the com plainant had 
already he^n given roore than tw enty days to 
prepare his case. 
H e was in greater haste to 
conclude the investigation bi cause the charges 
against th eW ar len had b eu scattered broad­ 
cast over the land, and he wished to vindi­ 
cate himself. 
M r. Sullivan said that, while h9 was m or­ 
ally certain of the tru th of everything he bad 
charged, yet if he was compelled to proceed 
w ithout further tim e he w ou'd utterly fail to 
t u stain his charges. 
M r. H inkson argued th a t it was the duty 
of the B lard, even if witnesses had been in 
fault, to do everything in its power to make 
the investigation thorough. 
If the D irectors 
r fused to grant a continuance they would 
virtually sn n th e r the investigation. 
D irector V an Fleet said th a t the mem bers 
of the Board owed it as * du’y to them selves 
»s well as to the people to m ake the investí- 
gaticn thorough, and he was satisfied th a t 
th at was the sentim ent of tbe whole Board. 
Tin y were not responsible for the law as they 
found it, nor for the neglect on the part tf 
the prosecution to produce its witnesses, and 
he thought the im putation conveyed, perhaps 
unintentionally, by M r. H iukson was unjust 
t - the I irsct r . 
M r. H in b to i disavowed any intention of 
reflecting on the Board. 
M r. H endricks laid stress upon the de­ 
m oralizing effect on the prison disciplke 
caused by such charges against the W arden 
being known to tho prisoners, and tbe longer 
they rem ained unsettled th s worse it would 
he.

T hs Board allowed five days for filing an

FISH 
COMMISSIONERS. 


The Fish Commissioners met at their office 
in the Union Hotel yesterday morning, all 
the members present. 
The minutes of the 
last regular meeting, and also of the informal 
meeting at Truckee, were read and approved. 
Several communications from the United 
States Fish Commiseiorers were received, 
read and filed. 
A gentleman who resides iu Mendocino 
county writes to the Commissioners that the 
depositing of sawdust in the streams of that 
section is killing all the fish, especially trout. 
President Buckingham said he had been in­ 
formed that Italian and Portuguese fishermen 
were taking shad in the straits of Mare Island 
with traps and other illegal devices. 
The 
Secretary was instructed to communicate 
with the District Attorney of Solano county 
in reference to the matter. 
A letter wae read from a gentleman who 
resides in Sin Francisco, asking for informa­ 
tion as to what was the close season for trout. 
He was referred to Section 033 of the Penal 
Code, which says it shall he illegal to catch 
trout in any manner from the 1st day of No­ 
vember to the 1st day of the April following. 
Lieutenant Governor Lawton, of Nevada, 
was present, and 
made some interesting 
statements regarding the fish of his State. 
Ue paid a handsome tribute to Mr. Parker, 
the Fish Commissioner of Nevada, and told 
of the great amount of good he was doing. 
The streams and lakes of the Sagebrush 
State have been well stocked with food fish 
through the exertions of Mr. Parker. 
Mr. 
Lawton's description of the trout streams 
and lakes of the Sierras was very interesting 
and instructive. 
The Board adj urned, to meet on the sec­ 
ond Monday of March.

LEVEES AND BONDS. 
The orga.niz.uion known as the Taxpay­ 
ers’ Uni i', represented by Christopher Green 
and J. H. Sullivar-, appeared before the 
B<>ard and presented the following document, 
which was rec-rivid aod tiled: 
To the Board of Trustees of the cltv of Sacra­ 
m ento: At a meetiug uf the BosrJ of Directors of 
the Taxpayer»’ Union, held this day at Pioneer 
Had, it was unanimously resolved to memorialize 
your honorable body on the subject of a tax levy 
for the city for the current year. 
The holders of a part of the bonded debt of our 
city arc prosecuting their claims against it to com­ 
pel the corporation you represent to pay the face of 
their bonds and the coupons attached, with inter­ 
est on the overdue coujmjiis at the rate of 7 percent, 
per annum from the time they fell due. These ac­ 
tions m aybe conveniently divided into three clashes: 
First To S3cure judgments against the city for 
overdue coupon* ban ed by the statute of lim ita­ 
tions ann the interest on them. 
Second —To compel the Treasurer to pay in full, 
out of the interest and siuking fund, to certain 
holdera the full face of these coupons, leaving others 
not suing unpa d. 
Third—To compel your Board to levy for last year 
50 cents on 8100 greater than was levied. 
We take the liberty to suggest to you that while 
our city is atthcted with so many actions against it 
and its officers, you have made a mistake in com­ 
pelling us to pay money, which must go into a siok- 
lug and interest fund, which in any event must l»e 
inadequate to pay auy considerable part of the de­ 
mands on it. 
Such action on your part has the ef­ 
fect to induce a large num ber of suits, and does not 
in any degree relieve us from our burdens ; 
while 
these parties who h*ve intim es past been able to 
get money from that fund on their coupons, on con­ 
sultation with the Fund Commission or Treasurer, 
the bulk of our creditors have had cauto to com­ 
plain. 
Iu our view it is bad policy to draw money from 
our pockets to put into that fund until wc have 
forced a settlem ent with the ond and coupon hold­ 
ers, or untii we are compelled to levy an increased 
tax after all remedies fur our relief are exhausted. 
Wc therefore pray that you limit the t»x this year 
to one per cent, on the value of property in the city, 
and place the money raised by it in the necessary 
funds, other than the sinking and interest fund. 
We note that a self-constituted body < f men, call­ 
ing itself the “ Citizens’ Committee,” has assumed 
powers which the people have confided to you—ex­ 
amining our pub;ie works, suggest» g improve­ 
ments, employing engineers, and generally, by the 
aid of a city newspaper, placing themselves as a 
p .wer behind you t<> direct your action. 
The Taxpayers’ Union have full confidence in the 
intelligence, integrity and executive ability of your 
body, and we have noted that under your direction 
the City Engineer has from time to time reported 
upon the condition of our levt-es, the state of our 
sewerage and other public matters. 
These reports 
have been more extensive and able th m the publica­ 
tions of tliis self-constituted governing body. 
That body says nothing about our bonded debt. 
The original movers (it is understood) have been 
and are friends of Daniel Meyer, and are now, in 
common with him, i f opinion that the citizens of 
this city should take high moral grounds and refuse 
to buy anv bonds at le-s than th tir face 
Is that Citizen»’ Committee organized with a view 
to secure its action at the proper time in favor of 
conceding what the bondholders ask ? 
Wnen that committee have shown that all or most 
of the morality and intelligence of the city is found 
among its members, when it h;«i started some new 
project or shown that it ¡-< a governing body that 
lias greater executive ability th tn our Board of 
Trustees, it will be time enough to follow its 
counsels. 
We suggest in th at connection th at if, after you 
have examined the report of your engineer on the 
subject of levees, and have obtained what additional 
light on the subject is possible, it will be time 
enough to levy on us an arbitrary sum of 810,000 to 
exoend on our levees. 
Our understanding is th at you have now ample 
power to levy any necessary tax to go into the 
levee fund. 
And when you ascertain the amount 
actually required there is no necevity to subm it that 
question to a vote of the people, bu t the exact im­ 
provement should in any event be ascertained in 
advance, or else uo intelligent action can be t tken. 
Why not use the money now in the interest and 
sinking fund for such necessary purposes as the 
exigencies uf the city may require? 
We sec by the public press thr.t it is proposed 
that the price to be paid for bonds of the city on 
compromise might be fixed by taking the opinion of 
100 men and di\i<ling the aggregate b} 100 
This is 
childish. The bondholders are the n u n interested, 
and must be consulted. 
We m ust take such action 
as shall make it to their interest to settle, and then 
compromise. 
The citizens of this tity could form better judg­ 
ment on the question of finance of the city if we 
could induce the Funded Debt Commission to re­ 
port to your bod}*: 
First-T h e number of each bond purchased by it, 
with its cost. 
Secón 1—The name of the original holder. 
Third—The am ount of each bond. 
Fourth -T he amount of coupons purchased, stat­ 
ing the Lum ber of the bond from which such 
coupon was cut. 
And we ask that by a resolution of vour Board 
such report be called for. 
And we ask that the 
above suggestions be taken by your Board as a pe­ 
tition requ* sting official action on your part in ac­ 
cordance with these suggest.ons.

him to England in June, 1881, for the benefit 
of his native :.ir, and after a nine months’ so­ 
journ with his fiie ds he was so far improved 
as to be able to return and resume hi.** duties.

He 
came home again in February of last year, 
and at first, during his sojourn at Pretsbury, 
there was a slight improvement; a relapse 
followed, and he gradually declined until the 
end.

PROPOSED CANAL LEADING FROM 
THE 
SACRAMENTO 
H1VEE. 


"Will S. Green and party, consisting of 
seven persons, including W. F. Luning, of 
Red Bluff, who is assisting Mr. Green in 
running the levels, completed the locat­ 
ing Burvey of the river canal to the W il­ 
lows yesterday. 
We stated in our last 
issue that Mr. Green had postponed work 
on this survey on account of the rain, but 
it transpires we were in error in this state­ 
ment, as the party have been hard at work 
ever since going out, having missed but 
one day during that time. 
The survey 
was begun at a point six miles north of St. 
Johns, and about a quarter of a mile south 
of the county line. 
The point of crossing 
the railroad is « t the cattle guard, at the 
lower end of town, just where the prelim­ 
inary survey fixed it. 
The distance by 
w ay of the canal from Willows to the river, 
or the point from which the survey was 
started, is twenty-five and three-fourtns 
miles. 
On a direct line the distance is 
nearly twenty-four miles, only about a 
mile having been taken up with angles 
from the crossing of hi tony Creek at St. 
Johns to Willows. 
The construction of 
the cacal will be fully as cheap as Mr. 
Grom anticipated before the survey was 
made. 
The most expensive part of the 
work after crossing Stony Creek, Mr. 
Green eays, will be Willow Creek, across 
which stream it will hs carried a few hun­ 
dred feet north of the bridge on a flume 
some two feet higher than tho nat­ 
ural 
banks. 
The canal 
will 
be cut 
two feet below low water. 
Mr, Green 
says that work on the construction of 
the canal will be commenced as early iu 
t ic spring as the condition of the weather 
will permit, and that the people may with 
a feeling of certainty rely upon the com­ 
pletion of the canal as far as B rlin, 30 
miles south of Willows, by November next. 
This canal will water all the land lymg on 
the east of it, while the Stony creek canal j 
will supply sü tbe land 03 the north and 1 


west of the river scheme. 
The Stony 
creek canal, which, by-the-way, wonld 
have been under great headway by this 
time had it not been for the injudicions and 
unwarranted opposition witn which the 
company met from parties owning land 
through which it must pass, will run down 
the base of the foothills to Berlin, at or 
near which place the coafluence will be. 
Thus, it will be Been, will be established 
irrigating facilities that will enpply all the 
tillable land of Colusa county with water. 
The benefits that will accrue from the suc­ 
cess of these canals are eimply incalcula­ 
ble, 
The full capacity of all the land can 
then be utilized, and Colusa county will 
enter upon an era of unprecedented pros­ 
perity. 
Now that the establishment of 
grand irrigating eyetemB is a fixed fact, we 
wish to say that it Í9 to the uEtiring ener­ 
gy and indomitable perseverance of Will 
S. Green that the progress which these 
projects have thus far made is due. —[W il­ 
lows Journal.
